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HE  WORLD  PICTURE 


The  year-long  celebration  captured  in  these  pages  actually  got  its  start  five 
years  earlier,  when  Alberta’s  youth  were  involved  in  celebrating  another 
big  year,  the  province’s  75th  Anniversary.  It  was  January  25,  1980,  when 
the  United  Nations  General  Assembly  declared  1985  International  Youth 
Year.  Over  the  next  five  years,  the  groundwork  was  laid  internationally, 
nationally  and  provincially  for  the  experience  that  was  known  in  Alberta 
by  the  catchy  theme  “Alberta’s  Youth:  Young  and  Alive  in  ’85”. 

The  General  Assembly’s  decision  to  devote  a special  year  to  youth  was 
based  on  concern  for  the  situation  of  young  people,  who  will  make  up  over 
a billion  of  the  world’s  population  by  the  year  2000.  International  Youth 
Year  (IYY)  was  intended  to  get  young  people  involved  in  their  communi- 
ties and  to  recognize  their  potential  to  contribute  to  the  economic,  social 
and  cultural  development  of  society. 

The  Assembly  chose  the  theme  “Participation,  Development  and  Peace” 
as  a backdrop  for  the  year’s  activities  — “Participation”  for  giving  young 
people  a chance  to  get  involved  in  issues  important  to  them;  “Develop- 
ment” for  recognizing  the  growth  of  the  individual  within  society;  and 
“Peace”  for  the  creation  of  an  environment  which  enhances  international 
understanding  and  cooperation  and  in  which  individual  rights  are  respected. 

When  1985  opened,  youth  from  more  than  143  countries  were  busy 
planning  International  Youth  Year  activities. 


Y OUTH YEAR  IN  CANADA 


International  Youth  Year  was  set  in  motion  in  Canada  in  the  fall  of  1983 
when  the  federal  government  created  an  International  Youth  Year  Secre- 
tariat with  a budget  of  $12  million.  The  Secretariat  held  meetings  with 
representatives  of  some  200  youth  groups  and  agencies  across  Canada  to 
hear  young  people’s  concerns  and  get  their  input  for  Canada’s  Interna- 
tional Youth  Year  Program. 


he  Secretariat’s 
people  involved 


first  priority  was  to  get  young 
in  the  planning  of  its  programs. 


The  government  set  up  an  IYY  advisory  committee  of  young  people 
from  all  parts  of  Canada.  A grant  program  was  established  to  encourage 
involvement  of  youth  in  special  projects  of  a regional  and  national  scope. 
Numerous  programs  received  federal  IYY  funding  across  the  country. 

Canada’s  IYY  Secretariat  set  up  an  information  centre  to  gather  and 
disseminate  information  on  Youth  Year  activities  and  to  help  youth 
organizations  make  contact  with  each  other.  It  also  held  a series  of  national 
youth  forums  on  issues  of  concern  to  young  people.  Throughout  the  year, 
the  Secretariat  supported  participation  by  Canadian  youth  in  major  inter- 
national events. 


ALBERTA’S  YOUTH: 


The  Alberta  government  decided  to  make  a major  commitment  to  Alber- 
ta’s youth  during  International  Youth  Year.  Government  departments 
redirected  existing  youth  programs  to  focus  on  IYY.  In  April  1984,  the 
Alberta  Youth  Year  Secretariat  was  set  up  to  coordinate  activities  for  the 
year  in  Alberta.  The  Secretariat  became  part  of  Alberta  Recreation  and 
Parks  with  administrative  and  staffing  assistance  from  AADAC  and  the 
departments  of  Culture,  Social  Services  and  Community  Health,  Man- 
power, Advanced  Education,  Agriculture  and  Education.  In  all,  some  17 
government  departments  were  involved  in  Youth  Year  activities. 

Initially,  the  Secretariat  was  given  a budget  of  $ 1 million  for  Youth  Year 
programs.  But,  Alberta’s  Youth  Year  attracted  so  much  enthusiasm  and 
participation,  the  program  budget  was  eventually  boosted  to  $ 1 .6  million. 

“In  keeping  with  our  commitment  to  youth,  the  Secretariat’s  first 
priority  was  to  get  young  people  involved  in  the  planning  of  its  programs,” 
says  Terry  Keyko,  coordinator  of  the  Alberta  Youth  Year  Secretariat. 


OUNG  AND  ALIVE  IN  ’85

They  flamed  @ur  tune  The  Secretariat  immediately  launched  a province-wide  “Name-Our- 

Tune”  contest  to  create  a theme  for  Youth  Year.  Nearly  1,500  entries 
arrived  from  schools  all  over  Alberta.  The  overwhelming  response  to  the 
contest  set  the  tone  for  the  whole  year. 

The  winning  theme,  chosen  by  a panel  of  young  people,  was  submitted 
by  the  Grades  7 and  8 social  studies  class  of  Smith  School  in  Smith, 
Alberta,  a small  town  about  40  kilometres  southeast  of  Slave  Lake.  By  the 
time  1985  came  to  an  end,  the  theme,  “Alberta’s  Youth:  Young  and  Alive 
in  ’85”,  had  become  a household  phrase  across  the  province  and  had 
appeared  on  everything  from  T shirts  and  pins  to  an  official  Alberta  Youth 
Year  poster  designed  by  Alberta  artist  Grant  Leier. 


Winning  the  contest  was  an  occasion  for  the  whole  school  to  celebrate. 
The  Hon.  Peter  Trynchy,  then  Minister  of  Recreation  and  Parks,  arrived 
by  helicopter  to  present  the  award  at  a special  school  assembly.  After  the 
ceremony,  some  of  the  Smith  students  even  got  to  sit  in  the  helicopter. 

The  25  young  people  from  Smith  School  who  collaborated  on  the 
theme  won  $5,000  worth  of  computer  equipment  for  their  school  and,  for 
themselves,  a three-day  Alberta  adventure  trip  of  their  choice.  They 
travelled  by  air  and  bus  to  Banff  and  Calgary,  sporting  their  Alberta  Youth 
Year  T shirts  everywhere  they  went.  They  roller-skated,  swam,  went 
whitewater  rafting,  took  in  the  rides  at  Calaway  Park  and  nearly  wore  out 
the  waterslides  at  Calgary’s  Sheraton  Caravan. 

“It  was  a once-in-a-lifetime  experience  for  them,”  says  Rob  Peam, 
principal  of  the  school  at  the  time.  “They  had  a super  time.”

Y ©nth  have  the! r say  Once  the  theme  was  picked,  the  Secretariat  spent  eight  weeks  combing  the 

province  for  input  from  young  people  before  establishing  its  program.  “It 
was  very  important  to  take  the  time  to  get  young  people’s  comments,”  says 
Mr.  Keyko.  “It  would  be  their  year  and  we  felt  they  should  have  responsi- 
bility for  making  the  programs  relevant  to  them.”  The  Secretariat  held 
sessions  throughout  the  province  in  cooperation  with  service  clubs  and 
agencies  that  have  programs  related  to  youth.  The  input  of  Alberta’s 
young  people  was  reflected  in  the  Secretariat’s  Youth  Year  Programs. 

To  ensure  that  youth  would  have  a say  throughout  the  year,  a 10- 
member  Alberta  Youth  Year  Advisory  Committee,  made  up  equally  of 
young  people  and  adults,  was  established.  The  committee  advised  the 
Secretariat  on  plans  and  programs,  assisted  with  public  relations,  and  kept 
their  regions  informed  of  Alberta  Youth  Year  developments.  Members 
were  chosen  to  represent  all  areas  of  the  province  and  a wide  variety  of 
interests.

All  the  programs  supported  by  the  Secretariat  during  Alberta  Youth 
Year  carried  the  recommendation  of  this  key  committee. 


he  Premier  urged  young  people  to  “do  something 

extraordinary,  something  special  this  year.” 


Throughout  1985  and  even  into  1986,  thousands  of  young  Albertans, 
along  with  numerous  organizations  providing  services  to  Alberta  youth, 
did  something  extraordinary  indeed.  They  helped  design  and  organize, 
and  participated  in,  the  two  major  youth  conferences  and  hundreds  of 
projects,  workshops  and  student  exchanges  described  in  the  pages  that 
follow.  Many  of  them  were  recognized  for  their  contributions  to  their 
communities  through  a special  Alberta  Youth  Year  Awards  Program. 

To  forge  a link  among  organizations  providing  youth  services  in  Alberta, 
the  Secretariat  created  a newsletter,  Young  and  Alive.  The  newsletter 
provided  information  on  seminars,  meetings,  resources  available  to  youth, 
and  special  Youth  Year  activities  and  projects.  Four  issues  were  published. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  mailing  list  had  doubled  to  8,000. 


The 


Premier  Peter  Lougheed  officially  proclaimed  1985  International  Youth 
Year  in  Alberta  on  February  20,  1985,  at  a reception  held  at  the  Four 
Seasons  Hotel  in  Edmonton.  About  275  young  people  and  adults,  repre- 
senting a wide  range  of  youth  organizations  and  agencies,  were  there  to 
meet  the  Premier.  Among  them  were  members  of  the  group  from  Smith 
School  that  created  the  now-familiar  “Young  and  Alive”  slogan. 

The  Premier  enjoyed  this  rare  opportunity  to  meet  with  youth  and 
made  a point  of  talking  with  as  many  of  the  young  people  present  as  he 
could.  Entertainment  was  provided  by  the  Harry  Ainlay  High  School  “A” 
Stage  Band  and  the  Serenata  String  Quartet. 

In  his  speech  the  Premier  urged  the  province’s  young  people  to  “do 
something  extraordinary,  something  special  this  year”.  In  the  year  to 
follow,  Alberta’s  youth  did  not  disappoint  him.

INVOLVED 


One  of  the  most  colorful  single  events  of  Alberta  Youth  Year  took  place  on 
June  21,  1985,  in  Edmonton.  On  that  day,  more  than  1,000  young  people 
from  schools  all  over  Alberta  got  a rare  chance  to  meet  Her  Excellency  the 
Rt.  Hon.  Jeanne  Sauve,  Governor-General  of  Canada  on  the  grounds  of 
the  Alberta  Legislature.  The  event,  named  Youth  Activity  Day,  was 
hosted  by  Alberta’s  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  Hon.  Helen  Hunley,  to 
celebrate  Mme.  Sauve’s  first  official  trip  to  Alberta.  The  special  focus  on 
youth  was  in  recognition  of  Mme.  Sauve’s  extensive  work  on  the  national 
level  for  IYY. 

After  being  greeted  by  Lt.  Gov.  Hunley  and  the  Hon.  Mary  LeMessur- 
ier,  then  Minister  of  Culture,  Her  Excellency  was  presented  with  a 
painting  by  Jody  Larson,  a 17-year-old  Edmonton  art  student.  She  then 
enjoyed  a colorful  array  of  performances,  demonstrations  and  exhibits, 
including  everything  from  gymnastics,  choral  singing,  band  concerts  and 
an  art  display,  to  Native  hoop  dancing  and  breakdancing.  Mme.  Sauve 
enjoyed  mingling  with  the  young  guests  and  met  personally  with  many  of 
them. 


Meeting  the  Governor-General 


ith  support  from  Project  Do  young  Albertans 

hiked,  danced,  rode  horseback,  performed  . . . 


The  imagination  of 
Alberta’s  young  adults  was 
exceeded  only  by  their 
energy  as  they  threw 
themselves  into  an  exciting 
variety  of  Alberta  Youth 
Year  projects  throughout 
1985.  Some  337  projects  in 
all  received  funding 
support  from  the  Alberta 
Youth  Year  Secretariat. 
These  fell  into  three 
program  categories:  Project 
Do,  Workshop  Projects  and 
Youth  Exchange  Programs. 


ROJECT  DO 


Project  Do  was  intended  to 
generate  innovative  projects 
from  Alberta’s  young  adults 
and  to  encourage  young  peo- 
ple to  participate  in  Interna- 
tional Youth  Year.  And  it  suc- 
ceeded. In  all,  216  projects 
province- wide  received  finan- 
cial support  under  the  Project 
Do  program. 

The  program  was  open  to 
individuals  and  local,  regional 
and  provincial  groups,  with 
the  stipulation  that  youth  be 
involved  in  initiating,  plan- 
ning and  carrying  out  the  pro- 
ject. 

Application  forms  started 
going  out  from  the  Secretariat 
in  November  1984,  and  the 
first  successful  projects  receiv- 
ed cheques  in  early  spring  of 
1985.  In  all,  more  than  20,000 
young  people  and  other  com- 
munity members  participated 
in  Project  Do. 


Projects  included  a Jasper- 
Banff  bike  trip  for  25  Edmon- 
ton high  school  students,  spon- 
sorship of  a youth  mayor  in 
Medicine  Hat,  and  a symbolic 
10,000-kilometre  run  repre- 
senting the  distance  from 
Whitecourt,  Alberta,  to  Gen- 
eva, Switzerland,  where  global 
peace  talks  are  held. 

With  support  from  Project 
Do,  young  Albertans  were  ini- 
tiated into  the  mysteries  of 
ham  radio,  film-making  and 
video  production.  They  hiked, 
biked,  rode  horseback,  danced, 
performed  plays  and  opened 
youth  centres;  held  a festival 
of  music,  a medieval  “fool’s 
fair”,  and  a theatre  workshop; 
and  planned  a playground  for 
their  younger  brothers  and 
sisters.  One  group  literally 
went  into  the  “money  market” 
— minting  their  own  com- 
memorative Youth  Year  coins.

W ORKSHOP  PROJECTS 


XCHANGE  PROGRAMS 


The  Alberta  Youth  Year  Sec- 
retariat provided  funding  to 
young  Albertans  to  set  up 
workshops,  conferences  and 
seminars  exploring  a wide 
range  of  issues  relevant  to 
youth.  The  intent  was  to  give 
youth  an  opportunity  to  be- 
come actively  involved  and  ex- 
press their  opinions. 

Projects  varied  from  a week- 
end course  on  improving  horse- 
riding  skills  to  a seminar  on 
handling  recruiters  from  reli- 
gious cults. 

The  Plains  Indian  Cultural 
Survival  School  hosted  a sum- 
mer camp  in  which  young 
people  spent  a week  in  a tipi, 
hunted  food  daily,  met  with 


tribal  elders  and  took  part  in 
tribal  ceremonies. 

Students  from  14  Athabas- 
ca-area  schools  joined  a two- 
day  workshop  on  school  lead- 
ership. A project  called  “Cre- 
ate A Winner”  studied  how 
to  run  successful  media  cam- 
paigns, the  art  of  effective 
public  speaking  and  the  impor- 
tance of  public  relations  in  the 
political  process. 

In  all,  64  different  groups, 
from  Fort  MacKay  to  Pincher 
Creek,  and  Edson  to  Islay,  ran 
workshops  and  conferences 
during  Alberta  Youth  Year, 
involving  about  4,600  young 
adults  in  their  planning  and 
organization. 


The  Youth  Exchange  Pro- 
gram was  designed  to  give 
young  people  the  chance  to 
appreciate  different  lifestyles, 
ethnic  origins,  physical  environ- 
ments  and  communities 
through  urban-rural  ex- 
changes. Groups  were  to  plan 
to  visit  each  other’s  commun- 
ities, share  experiences,  and 
be  guests  in  each  other’s 
homes.  Alberta’s  youth  pro- 
posed a striking  variety  of  ex- 
change programs. 

An  Airdrie-Edson  exchange 
team  canoed  the  McLeod 
River  together,  then  visited 
Banff  and  the  Calgary  Stam- 
pede. Two  school  bands,  from 
Hinton  and  Fort  Macleod, 
spent  a weekend  in  each  oth- 
er’s communities,  visiting  a 
coal  mine,  a pulp  and  paper 
mill,  and  local  museums. 

In  other  Youth  Year  ex- 
changes, ballet  dancers  from 
Camrose  and  Edmonton  tried 
life  in  each  other’s  shoes.  Stu- 
dents from  Canmore  and  Vik- 
ing collaborated  to  paint  a 


mural,  and  Calgary  and  Fort 
Macleod  baseball  teams  played 
ball  together  in  the  name  of 
closer  community  awareness. 


In  all,  some  57  Exchange 
Projects  were  funded,  involv- 
ing about  1,750  youth. 

What  follows  is  just  a 
small  sampling  of  Alberta 
Youth  Year  projects, 
selected  to  show  what  can 
happen  when  young  adults 
are  given  planning 
responsibility  for  events  of 
their  own  choosing. 
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JL  he  Spiritual  Assembly  of  the  Baha'is  of  Edmonton  held  a three-day  Youth 
for  World  Peace  conference  in  October  1985.  The  object:  to  increase  aware- 
ness of  the  role  of  youth  in  the  establishment  of  global  peace.  Alberta  Youth 
Year  funding  went  towards  publicity  and  hall  rental  costs.

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With  Project  Do  funding,  the  Vik- 
ing High  School  Students’  Union 
was  able  to  purchase  a “guidance 
counsellor"  — a computer  pro- 
gram called  “Educational  Train- 
ing File”.  The  program  lists  all 
post-secondary  schools  in  Canada 
along  with  their  addresses,  en- 
trance dates,  fees,  requirements 
and  accommodation  facilities  and 
costs.  Viking’s  school  board  has 
promised  future  aid  to  help  keep 
Viking’s  computerized  counsellor 
up  to  date.

THREE  YOUTHS  FROM 

Canmore  in  their  early  teens  made  a tape  about  Alberta 
youth  while  travelling  around  the  province  with  Video  Pals,  a 
professional  film  group.  The  trio  wrote  the  script,  did  the 
narration,  shot  and  edited  the  film,  and  recorded  the  sound 
for  the  production. 

“The  project  was  very  worthwhile  because  we  got  to  teach 
more  kids  how  to  handle  the  equipment,”  says  one  of  the 
young  video-makers.  “We  shared  the  work  and  then  later  we 
gathered  at  our  house  to  have  showings.  That  was  really  the 
fun  part.” 


FRIENDSHIP  YOUTH 


The  Bonnyville  Canadian 


Native  Friendship  Centre  set  up  a non-alcoholic,  drug-free  “homebase”  for 
both  Native  and  non-Native  young  people.  The  youth  club,  called  Friendship 
Youth,  has  continued  to  operate  and  make  a difference  in  the  lives  of  its 
members. 

“I  feel  very  good  belonging  to  a youth  group,”  says  one,  “because  it  is  fun 
and  you  can  do  a lot . . . like  for  instance  going  to  a pow-wow  and  meeting 
new  friends,  new  adventures  — even  girlfriends!” 

Says  another:  “It  makes  me  feel  responsible  for  myself.  It’s  good  that 
people  listen  to  me.  It  makes  me  feel  good  about  myself.”

THE  POSITIVE  ATTITUDES  TOWARDS  THE  HANDICAPPED 
(PATH)  Committee  of  the  Canadian  Paraplegic  Association 
received  Alberta  Youth  Year  funding  for  its  annual  Showcase 
exhibition.  Young  people  involved  in  the  planning  had  a 
chance  to  increase  their  understanding  of  disabled  persons, 
examine  their  own  attitudes  toward  the  disabled,  and  view 
the  variety  of  careers  that  exists  in  providing  services  to  the 
disabled.  A poster  contest  and  a “buddy-link”  program  be- 
tween non-disabled  and  disabled  youth  were  part  of  the 
project. 


INNER  WORLDS  In  St.  Albert,  a youth 

group  with  the  catchy  title  “Group  of  Seven 
Plus  2”  planned  a symposium  called  “Inner 
Worlds”  to  construct  a multi- media  art 
environment.  Students  designed  and 
set  up  booths  in  the  city  arena  to 
explore  basic  concepts,  such  as  light, 
sound  and  line,  in  their  own  original  way. 

The  display  attracted  many  visitors,  includ- 
ing a delegation  from  the  1985  National  Con 
ference  on  Parks  and  Recreation. 

Says  one  participant:  “We  had  a lot 
of  late  hours  but  it  was  great  fun.  We 
had  great  teamwork  from  people  as 
young  as  nine  to  a lady  in  her  early 
50s.”

SOME  60  MEMBERS  OF 
the  Independent  Order 
of  Foresters  (IOF)  youth 
groups  of  Grande  Prai-

MAKE 
It  Happen 

A series  of  four  videos, 
called  “Make  it  Hap- 
pen”, was  produced 
jointly  by  the  Social  Jus- 
tice Commission,  Deve- 
lopment and  Peace,  and 
the  Catholic  Communi- 
cations Centre.  The  pro- 
grams look  at  teen  sui- 
cide, youth  unemploy- 
ment, the  impact  of  me- 
dia violenceand  “Child- 
ren of  the  Nuclear  Age”. 
The  project  gave  practi- 
cal experience  in  video 
production  to  four  young 
people,  and  young 
adults  helped  design  the 
shows,  which  were 
aired  on  Edmonton’s 
QCTV.  One  participant 
landed  a job  in  radio  as 
a result  of  his  experi- 
ence. 


"A  bunch  of  us  kids  were  getting  really  bored,”  says  one  Barrhead  youth.  So,  they 
decided  to  do  something  constructive  about  their  situation.  The  result  was  a Teen  Action 
Centre  created  with  the  help  of  Project  Do  funding  in  a vacant  warehouse  donated  by  a 

town  member. 

“We  gather  there  after  school  to 
play  ping-pong,  plan  games  or  do 
crafts,”  says  one  centre  member. 


GETTING  CENTRED 


“On  Tuesdays  we  run  a penny  carnival  for  kids.  We  have  movies  twice  a week  and  on 
Fridays  we  have  a dance.  Thursdays  we  sell  hot  dogs  to  raise  funds  to  buy  anything  we 
need  for  the  centre.  ‘Most  everyone  in  town  thinks  we  have  a good  centre  and  our 
parents  are  happy  to  see  us  doing  fun  things  in  a nice  place.” 


ON  THE  STREET 


Project  Do  helped  fund  a feasibility  study  leading  to  the  creation  of  a special  newspaper  written 
and  produced  by  Edmonton  street  youths  for  Edmonton  street  youths.  The  first  issue  of  Skips 
appeared  in  early  1986. 

Says  one  of  the  four  youths  employed  by  the  project:  “I  had  to  learn  to  use  a computer  and  lay 
out  pages.  I even  wrote  a story  about  my  life.  I had  never  done  anything  like  this  before.  I’ve 
been  a dishwasher,  bus  boy  and  a waiter  . . . never  considered  that  I could  do  something  so 
different.  Now  I can  see  more  variety  of  things  to  do  with  my  life.”

In  Fort  McMurray  a group  of 
young  people  successfully  or- 
ganized and  lobbied  for  stu- 
dent rates  at  public  facilities 
and  events.  “Project  Connect: 
Youth  and  the  Power  of  Posi- 
tive Politics”  is  now  extending 
what  they  learned  about  affect- 
ing  change  through  positive 
action  to  other  groups  across 
Canada. 

One  participant  says:  “I  have 
gained  so  much  insight  in  ask- 
ing for  what  I want  and  into 
what  it  means  to  be  a youth  in 
a community  run  by  adults.  It’s 
a time-consuming  job  trying  to 
convert  others  to  a different 
point  of  view.  We  plan  to  con- 
tinue our  fight.”

Concerned  about  a high  teen 
suicide  rate  in  its  area,  the  St. 
Paul  and  District  Crisis  Asso- 
ciation hired  foursummer  stu- 
dents to  help  put  together  a 
youth  awareness  program.  Pro- 
ject Do  funding  helped  them 
plan  and  coordinate  a two-day 
workshop  on  suicide  and 
youth.  At  the  workshop,  one 
of  the  summer  workers  gave  a 
frank  and  moving  account  of 
her  own  brush  with  suicide.

PASS  REVISITED  A group  of  20  Jasper  Senior  High  School  students  retraced  the  steps  of  explorer 
David  Thompson  and  his  fur  trading  compatriots  to  the  summit  of  Athabasca  Pass.  The  1 12-kilometre  trip,  taken  174  years 
after  the  original,  began  with  a short  snowmobile  ride,  but  the  students  covered  over  100  kilometres  by  dog  team,  skis 

and  snowshoes. 

"It  was  a time  to  enjoy  and  think  about  the  simple  things  in  a place  where  none  of  the  pressures  of 
everyday  living  were  haunting  you,”  said  one  of  the  young  explorers.  "A  terrific  time! 

And  it  gave  people  a chance  to  learn  more  about  each  other 
and  the  history  of  the  PASS,”  said  another.

MUSICAL  RIDE 


Sixteen  riders  with  the  St.  Paul 
4-H  Light  Horse  Club  developed 
their  precision  riding  to  the 
point  where  they  could  give  a 
public  musical  ride.  The 
uniformed  ride  is  now  an  annual 
event  at  local  fairs. 

“We  had  been  having  riding 
practice  and  getting  very 
bored,’’  says  one  of  the  new 
musical  riders.  “Then  someone 
suggested  that  we  do  a musical 
ride  like  the  RCMP.  We  learned 
to  work  with  our  horses 
together  and  we  learned  how  to 
work  together  as  people.  At  first 
we  thought  we  would  never  get 
it  started;  but  we  worked  really 
hard  and  took  each  step  slowly. 
Finally  we  had  a musical  ride  to 
show  at  our  own  community 
fair.  I think  our  town  is  proud  of 
our  group  and  I know  I am  really 
proud  to  be  a member.”

Thorncliffe  Community  School  in  Edmonton’s  west  end 
decided  the  community  impact  of  a world-scale  shop- 
ping mall  (in  this  case,  West  Edmonton  Mall)  was  a 
major  social  issue  worthy  of  dramatization.  Young 
people  conceived,  researched,  wrote,  choreograph- 
ed, performed,  and  designed  the  sets  and  sold  the 
tickets  for  “Mega  Mall  Mania”.

Reports  one  participant:  “We  improvised  situations  that  could 
occur  at  the  mall  and  then  rehearsed  them  several  times  before  the 
actual  performance. . . under  pressure  we  found  it  difficult  to  get  along,  but 
through  good  leadership  and  patience  we  managed  to  come  to  the  performance  still 
remaining  friends.  I thought  that  was  quite  an  accomplishment.”

Career  and  life  planning 
for  young  women  was 
the  focus  of  a program  organ- 
ized through  the  Calgary 
YWCA.  Called  “Lifeprints”,  it 
was  a vocational  game  played 
in  one-hour  sessions  that 
shows  what  happens  when  a 
young  woman  does  — or  does 
not  — plan  a life  or  career.  “Is 
a career  as  important  for  a 
woman  as  for  a man?”  Life- 
prints  asked  young  women  in 
Calgary. 

“I  thought  we  were  going  to 
find  more  girls  with  the  tradi- 
tional attitude  about  women’s 
roles  — marriage,  children, 
then  possibly  a career  — but 
these  girls  were  quite  interested 
in  developing  themselves  first,” 
said  one  of  the  participants. 


WORKING  FOR  PLAY 


THE  YOUNG  PEOPLE  OF  SMITH  SCHOOL  DECIDED  THE  YOUNGER 
children  in  the  community  needed  a playground  and  did  something  about  it.  They 
planned,  organized,  and  constructed  a creative  playground.  By  the  time  they  were 
finished,  more  than  100  of  Smith’s  353  residents  had  pitched  in. 

One  girl  who  participated  said:  “The  planning  and  studying  books  about  other 
playgrounds  and  consulting  with  builders  was  a good  experience.  I had  never  talked 
or  worked  with  adults  on  an  equal  basis  before  and  it  made  me  work  harder  and  try 
to  be  the  best  I could.  On  the  day  we  built  the  playground  we  had  babysitting  for 
parents  who  wanted  to  work  and  later  that  evening  we  had  a big  dinner.  There  isn’t 
a lot  of  things  to  do  in  this  small  town  so  I felt  this  project  really  was  needed.  Lots  of 
parents  helped  and  in  some  cases  this  brought  the  kids  closer  to  their  own  parents 
and  to  other  people  in  the  community.”

TWENTY  YOUNG  ADULTS  FROM  ALL 
over  Alberta  took  part  in  a summer 
camp  organized  by  the  students  of 
Seba  Beach  School  at  Fallis,  Alberta , 
to  consider  the  issues  of  multicul - 
turalism,  energy  and  peace . They 
later  produced  a booklet  of  original 
literary  work  reflecting  their 
thoughts  on  these  issues. 


S tudents  at  Edith 
Rogers  Junior  High  School  in  Edmonton’s  Millwoods 
neighborhood  held  a celebration  of  multicultural  awareness. 
The  week-long  event  brought  together  young  people  of  20 
different  ethnic  communities,  along  with  their  parents  and 
friends,  to  learn  about  and  enjoy  each  others’  customs,  food 
and  culture. 

“I  found  the  experience . . . made  me  see  that  others’  ways 
are  not  so  strange,”  said  one  student.  “I  think  that  sharing 
food  was  the  highlight  of  our  experience.” 
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Youth  volunteers  sponsored  by  the  Sexual  Assault  Centre 
of  Edmonton  started  an  awareness  program  for  youth  on 
sexual  assault,  producing  and  distributing  a poster,  pamphlet 
and  other  resource  material.  ‘‘When  I heard  about  the  project 
I knew  I wanted  to  study  and  understand  the  problem,  as  I 
had  had  a narrow  escape  from  the  same  type  of  situation,” 
says  one  volunteer.  “I  felt  there  was  a great  need  for  a 
pamphlet.  During  the  planning  we  held  a workshop  with 
professional  community  workers.  Our  shared  talks  gave  us  a 
new  perspective  on  the  extent  of  the  problem  and  gave  us 
further  incentive  to  finish  the  pamphlet.  ” Three  young  males 
were  among  the  volunteers.

YOUTH  FROM  CANADIAN  NATIVE  FRIENDSHIP  CENTRES  ACROSS  ALBERTA 
organized  and  held  “Summer  Friendship  Games”  in  the  Edmonton  area 
to  promote  self  actualization,  self  confidence,  leadership  skills  and 
physical  fitness.  The  event  involved  about  500  youths  who  competed  by 
day  and  socialized  and  camped  together  by  night  for  three  days. 

“Most  people  were  shy  on  the  first  day,  but  on  the  second  day  we  had  a 
social  dance  and  people  got  better  acquainted,”  said  one.  "I  made  some 
lasting  friends  who  I still  write  to.  I even  found  distant  relatives  that  I 
didn't  know  I had.  We  were  invited  to  other  reserves  and  asked  to  take 
part  in  their  powwows.  I find  that  this  brings  me  closer  to  my  own  people 
and  customs.”

SHARE  EXPERIENCES 


Four  Grande  Cache  youths  affected  by  alcoholism  in  their  families  decided  to  confront 
the  issue.  They  called  their  project  “The  Elephant  in  the  Living  Room”  — a beast  so  large 
and  obviously  out  of  place,  yet  ignored  in  polite  adult  circles.  They  took  a workshop  on 
alcoholism  and  the  family,  in  which  they  shared  their  own  experiences  and  discussed  the 
NFB  film  “Children  of  Alcohol”,  to  the  34th  International  Drug  and  Alcohol  Conference 
in  Calgary  and  to  several  other  youth  conferences  in  the  province. 

Says  one  of  the  four:  “The  program  taught  me  how  to  be  myself.  I am  not  just  a piece  of 
plastic  to  be  bent  and  moulded  any  which  way  that  others  want  me.  It  taught  me  how  to 
cope  with  life  and  to  like  myself  again.  I found  I didn’t  need  alcohol  or  drugs  to  be  me.  I 
still  see  good  things  coming  from  that  experience.  About  half  who  participated  are  still 
able  to  go  a different  way  in  life  and  to  choose  for  themselves  rather  than  follow  the  old 
patterns.” 


THE  FIRING  LINE 


About  100  students  from  all  over  Calgary  met  at 
Sir  Winston  Churchill  High  School  for  an  inter- 
national affairs  conference  organized  by  the 
school’s  Political  Affairs  Club.  Students  got  to 
fire  questions  on  economic  development  and  for- 
eign investment  at  four  Alberta  Cabinet  ministers.

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LBERTA  YOUTH  YEAR  AWARDS 


In  a special  year  devoted  to  youth,  it  seemed  only  fitting  to  let  young  people 
know  how  much  their  contribution  to  society  is  appreciated.  The  Alberta 
Youth  Year  Secretariat  set  up  the  1985  Alberta  Youth  Year  Awards  Program 
to  recognize  selected  young  people  across  the  province  for  contributions  that 
improved  their  own  way  of  life  and  that  of  their  community  or  the  province  as 
a whole. 

Nominations  for  the  award  came  from  many  sources:  fellow  students,  local 
service  organizations,  4-H  clubs,  ethnic  associations,  schools,  friends  and 
relatives. 

Some  181  young  Albertans  were  named  1985  Alberta  Youth  Year  Award 
winners.  They  received  framed,  specially  cast  bronze  medallions.  Each  award 
was  signed  by  both  the  MLA  of  the  winner’s  constituency  and  the  Minister  of 
Recreation  and  Parks.  The  winners  were  honored  at  ceremonies  held 
throughout  the  year. 

Each  of  the  winners  represents  a unique  and  positive  story  about  the  youth 
of  Alberta.  Some  of  them,  with  comments  from  their  nominators,  follow.  (A 
complete  list  of. winners  appears  in  Appendix  II.) 

Wendy  Goebel,  Grande  Prairie:  Very  active  in  school  programs,  winner  of 
numerous  speech  and  debate  awards,  Wendy  was  described 
by  her  nominator  as  “a  superb  role  model  to  the  students  of 
her  school  and  teenagers  of  her  community”. 

Brian  Bast,  Fort  McMurray:  Brian  has  been  deeply  involved  in  both 

drama  and  athletics,  as  well  as  other  school  activities.  Says 
his  nominator:  “Brian  has  become  a very  important  and 
instrumental  person  in  our  school,  developing  spirit  and 
comradeship.” 


ach  of  the  winners  represents  a unique  and 
positive  story  about  Alberta’s  youth. 


Eric  Brand,  Edmonton : Eric  became  an  Edmonton  Police  Venturer  in 
January  1984  and  in  little  over  a year  had  amassed  420 
volunteer  hours.  His  nominator  wrote:  “As  a model  and 
friend  to  other  youths,  Eric  has  made  a large  contribution. 
Through  his  volunteer  commitment,  he  has  enriched 
himself,  which,  in  turn,  has  multiplied  his  value  to  others. 

Shahzad-ul-Hassan  Shah,  Edmonton:  This  student  was  nominated  for 
his  activity  and  overall  achievements  as  a public  speaker, 
sportsperson  and  community  volunteer.  “He  has  many 
qualities  as  a good  citizen,  worker,  student,  leader  and  fine 
human  being,”  said  his  nominator. 


Sandra  Hodgson,  Bowden:  Long  active  with  the  4-H  Program,  Sandra  was 
nominated  for  her  “involvement  and  interest  in  community 
affairs  as  well  as  her  compassion  for  others”.  She  won 
several  major  4-H  awards  and  was  named  Top  Woman 
Athlete  in  her  school  for  1984  and  1985. 


Teddi  Littlechild,  Hobbema:  Teddi  has  won  numerous  provincial  and 
national  awards  for  her  accomplishments  in  gymnastics, 
swimming,  diving,  track  and  field  and  skiing,  while  also 
maintaining  a high  standard  of  academic  achievement. 
“This  has  enhanced  the  Reserve  community  as  other 
students  have  since  joined  in  sports.  It  may  be  because  they 
see  such  participation  and  accomplishment  is  possible,”  her 
nominator  wrote.

Barb  Jull,  Calgary:  Barb  was  nominated  for  her  extensive  volunteer

A gifted  student,  she  is  also 
active  in  sports,  and  speech  and  debate.  “In  summary, 
Barbara  Jull  is  a winner!”  says  her  nominator. 

Travis  Eklund,  Calgary:  By  age  14,  Travis  was  already  a veteran  rodeo 
winner,  having  been  awarded  a large  collection  of 
equipment,  trophies,  and  belt  buckles,  as  well  as  a 
substantial  amount  of  prize  money.  In  fact  he  wins  enough 
money  to  completely  fund  every  aspect  of  his  rodeo  activity. 
Travis  impressed  his  nominators  with  the  “drive  and 
initiative”  he  has  shown  in  developing  his  rodeo  career. 


Mary  Elizabeth  Greenfield,  Mossleigh:  A well-rounded  student,  Mary 
was  active  in  many  areas  of  school,  including  drama,  public 
speaking,  yearbook  and  newspaper.

Over  the  next  three  days, 
participants  treated  themselves 
to  “Brainfood”,  “Flash”, 
“Making  Contact”  and 
“Connections”  workshops, 
exploring  everything  from 
buying  a second  hand  car, 
demystifying  cults,  and  getting 
high  on  the  visual  arts,  to 
suicide  prevention  and  how  to 
tell  the  difference  between 
infatuation  and  love.  While  one 
workshop  taught  them  “how  to 
say  ‘yes’  and  mean  it”,  another, 
on  Canadian  identity,  asked  “Is 
there  more  than  beer  and  back 
bacon,  eh?” 

Four  “Kaleidoscopes”, 
staffed  with  resource  people, 
delved  into  whole  areas  of  life 
experience  such  as  Bodyworks, 
Passport  to  a Paycheque, 
Cosmos,  and  the  Relationship 
Maze. 

Between  and  during 
workshops,  delegates  could  take 
in  the  “Flix”  film  festival,  an 
Edmonton  Inner  City  Walk,  or 
a “trade  show”  of  exhibits  by 
agencies  offering  youth  pro- 
grams and  services.  Or,  they 
could  drop  into  a “Coolout 
Centre”  to  look  more  closely  at 
concerns  that  surfaced  in  the 
workshops. 

The  whole  affair  was 
liberally  sprinkled  with  fun, 
from  a luncheon  fashion  show 
and  an  after-dinner 
performance  by  Edmonton 
Musical  Theatre,  to  a trip  to 
West  Edmonton  Mall,  with 
Chiliwack  making  music  in 
Fantasyland.  A Beach  Bash 
brought  out  every  Hawaiian 
shirt,  lei  and  straw  hat  available 
in  Edmonton  in  November. 

Dr.  David  Suzuki  closed  the 
conference  with  a Farewell 
Challenge.  “The  greatest 
natural  resource  in  the  world,” 
he  began,  “is  the  minds  of 
young  people.”  And  the 
greatest  challenge:  “to  tunnel 
through  all  the  information  and 
find  out  the  stuff  that’s 
important.”
